THE HARTLEY POISONING. 


The Widow Refuses to See News- 
paper Men. 


HAS LING MADE A CONFESSION ? 


A New Durham despatch says: Im- 


portant developments are expected here 
in ednnection with the mysterious car- 
cumstances surrounding the death of 
Caleb Hartley. It is known that Cor- 
omer Kerr, of Iwantford, has received the 


report of Prof. Ellis, of Toronto, on the 
contents of the stomach of the deceased, 
and, despite official efforts to withhold 
meantime the substance of the report, it 
has leaked out through thoroughly re- 
liable sources that the result of the an- 
alysis has been to show the presence in 
the stomach of large quantities of ar- 
@enic. ? 

The receipt of the news that arsenic 
was found in deceased’s stomach in con- 
siderable quantities gives rise to the ru- 
mor timt application will be made to ex- 
hume the body of the father of deceased, 
the late John Hartley. He died in Oc- 
tober last, and though at the time no 
thoughts of foul play were entertained, 
yet, with the death of Galeb Hartley be- 
fore them, many of the Villagers profess 
to recall in the old gentleman's illness 
many of the symptoms present in the 
last hours of the ill-fated and ill-mated 
son. It is expected, therefore, that an 
application will be made to Coroner Kerr 
to have the remains of the father ex- 
humed and the stomach analyzed. 

An effort was made to interview Mrs. 
Hartley but without success. She is at 
present living at her father’s place, but 
in complete retirement. Acting upon 
legal advice, the family refuse to have 
Mrs. Hartley seen by anyone, and even 
old friends of the family are not al- 
lowed to speak to her upon the inquest 
and prevailing suspicions. 

Mr. Obes, the father of Mrs. Hartley, 
was asked if he- did not think it wise 
and only fair that, having regard to the 
strong feeling of suspicion entertained 
against her by the immediate neighbors, 
he should have an opportunity through 
the public press of denying the charges 
made against her and giving her version 
of the facts. The old genfleman, who 
has visibly aged sinee the death of his 
son-in-faw, did not think that any- 
thing could be gained by that meantime, 
particularly as Mrs. Hartley had been 
subpoenaed to attend the inquest. Be- 
sides, the family were anxious that she 
should not be encouraged to talk over

All the Canadian Pacific passengers 
wha left for the east on Sunday and 
since then returned to this city Inst 
night, have found it impossibk to get 
through the mountains. There are 
half a daqzen breaks of a serious nature 
along the lime, and the track cannzot 


probably be opened for a week. A more 
serious interruption than previously 
reported is due to a cloud-burst in the 
vicinity af Lytton. The burst swept 
the railroad for nme miles from the saw 
mill flats to Lytton, where the ap- 
roaches to the Government suspension 
ridge on the old Cariboo road were 
carried away. The evatere also swept 
awny the iron bridge at Ashcroft, and 
the Canacfam Pacific railroad bridge 
near Spencer station. 

Men who returned last night from up- 
per river points bring sad storics of 


death, devastation and destruction. Men 
max be seen at every station floating on 


rude rafta made qut of the wyecks§ of 
farm buildings, on Which they have their 
families and catéle. The Government 
steamers are rescuing these as rapidiy as 
possible.

were @ man and wife and two chnNdren, 
ene of them an infant, the other two 
and a half years old. The horses and 
cattle constantly threateaed to overturn 
tim craft, for they were mowing frem 
side to side in their efforts to secure 
food. But there was none for the ani- 
mals, and What littk there was for the 
human beings évas nearly exhausted when 
the rescue was made. The younger 
ehild may die of exposure. Some idea of 
the horrors may be judged when it is 
stated that there are thousands of fami- 
lies similarly situated. 

A newspaper correspondent who re- 
turned this morning from a trip above 
Port Haney, on @ reseue steamer re- 
ports a terrible state of affairs in the 
upper river. Hurdreds of half-starved 
cattle tied on rafts, with no one to 
guide the journey of the insecure crafts, 
were seen. Among many other exciting 
acenes, the eteamer sailed over the rail- 
road and tied up at Wharnock railroad 
station, which was half under water. The 
people of Wharnock told numerous tales 
of wholesale havoc and ruin. At Hatzie 
two horses and a store floated ont to- 
ward the steamer, but the people of the 
town never epoke, never moved, as they 
were too deaperate to ask for assistance. 
At Mission City the steamer bumped into 
a barn covered with chickens in all 
stages of starvation. 

At Sumas the greatest suffering was 
reported. Many requests for assistance 
were mado. As the steamer swung aut of 
Sumas a band of Indians were seen hold- 
ing a barbecue. An ox had been 
dragged from the river, and the half- 
starved red men were devouring it. 

At present no btop can be put to such 
revolting spectacles, which are said to 
be common along the river. The In- 
dian ranchers have been swept away 
for hundreds of miles, and with nothing 
to cover them but blankets, they are bi- 
vouacking upon the mountain sides, and 
seizing carcasses as they pass by. At 
Chilliwack City nothing can be seen but 
the tops of the houses, The entire popu- 
lation met the steamer at the fopt of 
the principal street. 


ATTACKED BY A LION. 


A Female Lion Tamer Fearfally Bitten 
by Brutus. 


A Coney Island despatch says: Mile. 
Beatrice, a lion tamer at the London 
Zoo, which is giving a wild animal show 
on the old iron pier at Weet Brighton, 
had a narrow escape from being man; 
gled to death to-night by a lion. She 
enters the cage with two lions. Her act 
clases bg opening the lion Brutus’s 
mouth and kissing him. 

While she was making her bold attempt 
to smack the lips of Brutus to-night, the 
man who feeds the lions made his appear- 
ance near the cage with a box of raw 
beef. Brutus caught sight of the beef, 
and in a moment he unfastened Beatrice’s 
hold upon him and sprang upon her. 
Both had a@ lively tussle, which finally 
resulted in the lion tamer falling to the 
floor, and the lion grabbing the left 
side of her face in his mouth. 

Manager Farrar and Trainers Bronce 
and Ordway rushed in with pitchforks. 
After plunging the forke several times in 
the head and body of the lion, they man- 
aged to make him loosen his hold, and 
got the girl out of the cage. She was 
unconscious, and blood was pouring from 
her face sa she was carried into the of- 
fice. 

Dr. Hill was summoned, and upon ex- 
amination found that the lion had euc- 
ceeded in eticking three of his hig teeth 
through the woman's left jaw. Other 
parte of her face were also chewed. Dr. 
Hill said it was the worst case of ani- 
mal bite he ever saw. The woman was 
deliriove at midnight, and is in a pre- 
carious condition.
